shooting of Foster, the English law- 
yer attached to Lord Roberts' staff.

The hundred of friends of the vener- 


able Edward R. Tinker have been glad 
to see him once more this week and 
have a chat with him. It is now a num 
her of. years since Mr. Tinker retired j 
from politics, s° far as active work is 
concerned, and he smiles as he thinks 
of the time when the opposition al- 
ways alluded to him as "Boss" Tinker. 
Mr Tinker understands perfectly well 
that the title" comes to those who are 
forceful and succeed in politics. 


Speaking of him as venerable is al- 


most a misnomer. It is true that Mr. 
Tinker is nearly 80 years old. His beard 
and hair have been white for years. So 
far he is venerable, but no farther. He 
enjoys excellent health, transacts busi- 
ness nearly every day and enjoys life 
as keenly as he did when he was in 
the thick of politics. & 


While Ftill retaining his residence in 


North Adams and coming here to 
vote, he has made his home in Brook- 
lyn and Washington for the past two 
years. He resides in Brooklyn with 
his son, Giles, and the particular ap- 
ple of Mr. Tinker's eye, is his grand- 
son, 
Edward R. Tinker Jr., 


Until his grandson graduated from 


Williams college Mr. Tinker kept his 
house in this city, and in that particu- 
lar house he resided for more than 50 
years. He said this week when he re- 
turned that it seemed "pretty tough" 
to come back to North Adams and not 
occupy the old home where he resided 
for more than half a century. 


His grandson, who is known to hun- 


dreds in this city, was tempted to en- 
gage in the newspaper business and 
had a god offer to go to the Troy Press 
An excellent offer from Vermilye & 
Co, the Niew York bankers, deter- 
mined him to go there, and he has been 
very successful in his work. This is 
particularly pleasing 
to his grand- 


father. | 


Edward R. Tinker and his sister, 


Mrs. Hiram Sibley of Rochester, are 
the last of a family of 12. Both were 
born in North Adams, and both have 
many ties uniting them to the city. 
Mrs. 
Sibley is about the same age as 


Ex-Senator Henry L. Dawes, whom 
Mr. 
Tinker 
so 
loyally 
supported 


through his long political career. Mr. 
Dawes still retains the position of In- 
dian commissioner, and enjoys the 
work notwithstanding his deafness. 


His prominence in politics and his 


long residence in Washington have 
given Mr. Tinker a wide acquaintance 
among public men. Mr. Tinker was a 
great admirer of Charles Sumner, and 
at the same time was able to see his 
tremendous egotism. 


"I was at the White House," said 


Mr. Tinker, "about the 
time Gen. 


Grant and Senator Sumner had their 
falling out. The conversation turned 
on Senator Sumner. A man who was 
present remarked that he na* been 
told that Senator Sumner did not be- 
lieve in the gospels of holy writ, 'why 
should he?' said Gen. Grant in his quiet 
way, 'he didn't write them.' 


"If Senator Sumner had been prop- 


erly approached the trouble between 
the two men might have been avoided. 
When I learned that Senator Sumner 
proposed to Cincinnati and preside at 
tjhe convention' of independents 'in 
1872. 
I did all in my power to dissuade 


him and I have reason to believe pre- 
vented him from going. 


"I flrst saw Theodore Roosevelt at 


the national convention in 1884. He 
was for Senator Edmunds at that time, 
but did not bolt the nomination of 
James G. Elaine. I say him the day 
he left the navy department at the out 
break of the Spanish war. He told me 
then, as he called me 'Father Tinker,' 
that he would come back with glory. 
He will be all right as president. Re- 
sponsibility will make him more con- 
servative."

* one. Every mail brought stacks of let- 


ters containing checks and c-a^h con- 
tributions to the ransom. The manual 
and'clerical labor put upon th? firm was 
considerable, since so many of the gifts 
were so small in amount.

Co-operative Plan

CONTROL OF WOBLD'S CKOP 


Can Be Secured by Southerner* Act* 


ing In Concert and Holding Product 
For High Prices—Wheat and Corn 
Combination 3Iay Come Later 


Boston, Oct. 8.—From a trip abroad in 


the interest of the proposed fifty million 
dollar co-operative trust to fight the cot- 
ton trust, George F. Washburn, presi- 
dent of the Commonwealth club of 
Massachusetts, has just 
returned. 


When interviewed he said: 


"I was commissioned to go abroad 


and visit Rochdale, Eng., also Belgium 
and other co-operative centres, and in- 
vestigate their co-operative methods, 
with a view of applying to our co-opera- 
tive plan \vhatever features might be of 
value to it. 


"Our plan contemplates the organiza- 


tion of the first Twentieth Century .Co- 
operative trust, with a capital of $50,- 
000,000. Our banking and commercial 
headquarters, executive departments 
and wholesale supply houses will be in 
St. Louis, while our warehouses and 
shipping centers for cotton will be at 
Memphis. My associates are 
deter- 


mined that this co-oper.itive trust shall 
be sufficiently powerful, financially and 
numerically, to protect the cotton grow- 
ers of the south cud absolutely control 
that market iu the interest of higher 
prices for cotton. It is not intended as 
a philanthropic or reform movement, 
but rather as a plain business scheme to 
meet the existing cotton trust on their 
own ground. 


"Unlike organized labor, the cotton 


growers are men of means, and united,' 
can easily control the cotton market of 
the country. In fact, they raise so 
large a proportion of the cotton crop of 
the. world that once they act in concert 
they can hold their crop for higher 
prices and practically control the cotton 
market of the world, thereby restoring 
living prices to tbe producer. 


"As, soon as my business interests in 


Boston will pewnit, I will visit the cot- 
ton producing states of the south and 
consult with the leaders of this great 
movement, as well as with 'the leading 
cotton growers' associations in each 
state, so that their special local needs 
shall not be overlooked. 


"We have no announcements to make, 


no stock to sell, no promises to redeem. 
We are more anxious to move slowly 
and mature our co-operative plan. If 
this system succeeds it will be followed 
by co-operative wheat and corn trusts 
in the west, and conforming to the spirit 
of the new century will inaugurate a 
new business system that will bring 
help and good cheer to thousands of pro- 
ducers who now feel that they are the 
victims of the money sharks and trusts. 


"The plan has already aroused wide- 


spread interest on both sides of the At- 
lantic, and each new development is 
awaited with eager interest by thou- 
sands of persons who believe we are on 
the right track. 


"The only way to beat a trust is to or- 


ganize a bigger and better one in the in- 
terest of the producer. Capital and co- 


i operation are the two mighty agencies 
i through which this can be done."

Texas.' " 


"Schley. 'D—n the Texas; let her look 


out for herself.'" 


Mr. Rayner then had the witness 


scrutinize the letter 
-which he had 


written to Schley on June S, and drew 
from him the statement that he had not 
then informed the admiral that he had 
used the expression, "D—n the Texas." 
When the witness was asked if he 
thought there was any suggestion of 
such an expression, he replied: "When 
I suggested to Commodore Schley that 
there was danger of colliding with the 
Texas, he said, 'D—n the Texas.' He 
used the expression as not in any way 
condemning the Texas for being there, 
but as if he were irritated as one might 
be about anything." Mr. Rayner then 
asked about the expression attributed 
to the witness, "she will cut down the 
Texas." Commodore Hodgson replied 
that there was no such expression in the 
letter, and that he never had said that 
the Brooklyn would cut down the Texas. 


"There is a good deal in that reported 


colloquy that I did not say," he added. 
"T^e statement was never made," he 
went on, "but the commodore did say, 
'D—n thg Texas.' "

ShoiTD •{ a. More Extended Syitem 
of Federal Police. 
With a record of three presidential 


assassinations 
within 
thirty - seven 


years, it is evident that the time has 
corne for very serious study of methods 
to prevent the recurrence of such trage- 
dies, writes the special correspondent 
of the Ne\» York Post at Washington. 
Every time a worthless crauk has been 
willing to trade his own life for that 
of the president of the United States 
such a horror has been possible, and 
among 70,000,000 people It is perhaps 
rot surprising that the material of 
which assassins are made finds some 
development. How may 'it be made 
practically impossible for them to ac- 
complish their purposes? To make it 
absolutely impossible is of course out 
of the question: Even a czar, surround- 
ed by lines of soldiers, may be the vic- 
tim of a bomb thrown from a crowd. 
This is the way the' Chicago policemen 
were murdered in the Haymarket 
square outbreak. But the danger of 
violence, like that of death from dis- 
ease, may be-grt itly minimized by 
suitable precautionary measures. 


New legislation to enlarge the func- 


tions of the secret service of the treas- 
ury may receive attention. It is be- 
coming evident that there should be a 
larger and more efficient federal police 
system. It is needed in many ways. 
Other governments find it necessary 
to keep track of criminals who are sus- 
pected of plotting against the state. 
Many a'plot against the sovereign is 
frustrated in the old world without its 
ever becoming known. If he chose to 
do so, Chief Wilkie could tell of a few 
plots in the United States which have 
received his official attention, but nev- 
er have figured in his annual report 
to the secretary. It has been found 
that publicity tends to breed crime of 
this kind. Much of it, in fact, has its 
inception in a mania for newspaper 
notoriety.' Students of the Guiteatt 
case a'groe that oiie of the strongest 
motives 'which apyeiired in the mad- 
ness of CSarneld's slayer was an in- 
ordinate craving for notoriety. It will 
be remembered that when the murder- 
er was capigred letters were found in 
his pockets addessed to the public and 
intended for the newspapers. An effi- 
cient secret service must work without 
a megaphone or it defeats its own ends, 
and hence Chief Wilkie has acted wise- 
ly in keeping in the dark all success- 
ful efforts in the past to frustrate plots 
of this kind. 


The present secret service bureau is 


maintained, as far as the law goes, on- 
ly for the purpose of checking counter- 
feiters. There never was any general 
detective bureau of the national gov- 
.ernment, but the need of one has re- 
sulted in the gradual enlargement of 
the treasury until now it Is the prac- 
tice of other departments to ask for 
the detail of Mr. Wilkie's men for many 
purposes. The law requires a certain 
amount of red tape in making trans- 
'fers, and there is often some difficulty 
about the appropriations. An amend- 
ment to the law would correct this, 
and a larger appropriation would give 
the 
government 
an 
efficient 
force. 


Many congressmen express themselves 
In favor of such legislation. 


But the real questidn comes on the 


president's attitude toward the public. 
James Ford Khodes, the historian, 
says that "an orderly sergeant, with 
proper instructions, stationed at the 
door of the theater box would have 
prevented the assassination of Lincoln. 
Had there been three policemen or spe- 
cial officers in company with Garfield 
Guiteau would not have fired the fatal 
shot at the Washington station. Had 
there been no public reception in Buf- 
falo President McKinley would not 
have been assassinated there." Mr. 
Khodes maintains that the president 
ought not In the future to hold public 
receptions to which any one and every 
one is admitted without question, ei- 
ther at the White House or elsewhere, 
and many persons in Washington agree 
with him. It is a custom which ought 
to be broken up, and the country would 
strongly commend the new-president 
were he to be the one to do it, A 
state department officer said to the cor- 
respondent: 


"From this time forth the promiscu- 


ous handshaking receptions which1 
American presidents have held should 
be a thing of the past. It is a purely 
American institution. I know of no 
other country in the world where there 
is anything like it. The practice be- 
gan when the nation was young and 
during the administration of Jefferson 
and other presidents, who made a spe- 
cialty of their democratic manners. All 
this did very well when Washington 
was a country town, and the neighbors 
could be invited ita to shake hands with 
the president. But it has no place in 
a republic of 76,000,000 of 
people, 


drawn from all the nations of the earth 
and comprising the worst as well as 
the best of the world's population. 
Having made our country an asylum 
for every refugee, we should not feel 
bound to invite criminals and political 
outlaws, social malcontents and assas- 
sins, to step up and shake hands with 
our chief executive. The finest police 
arrangements in the world cannot pro- 
tect a man exposed to such a danger. 
There is no special virtue in a hand- 
shake. It is a severe tax to any presi- 
dent and should nave been abolished 
long *&>."

The "gun is 
loaded in the culinary way from the muz- 
zle, and tie harpoon is tightly rammed 
into it. To discharge the gun a small car- 
tridge, with a wire attached, is first put 
into the bre-eh. Pressure.on the trigger 
causes a pall ou the wire, which ignites 
the cartridge <md discharges the gun si- 
multaneously. 


The harpooa ? about six feet In length 


and very massive. It consists essentially 
of three parts—the anterior conical por- 
tion, the movable barbs and the shaft. 
The anterior conical p'tpce is an explosive 
shell filled with gunpowder and screws on 
to the rest of the hargsjon. The explosive 
shell is fired with a thne fuse after the 
harpoon is imbedded in the whale. 


He-bind the explosive conical piece lie j 


the four barbs, situated at right angles 
to each other. These barbs are always 
bound down tightly together with thin, 
rope when the harpoon is going to be dis- 
charged. As the harpoon penetrates the 
flesh of the whale this rope gets brushed 
off the barbs and in doing so pulls a wire, 
which sets fire to the fuse and it explodes 
the shell in a few seconds. The shell 
gets blown to pieces and makes a terrific 
wound in- the whale's interior, and the 
explosion causes the four barbs to stand 
out so that it becomes impossible 'for the 
harpoon to be withdrawn. The rest of 
the harpoon consists of a long shaft with 
a slot in it, in which a ring moves freely 
with the rope attached. 


If the whale is at all well hit, the har- 


poon gets imbedded about five feet, and 
unless the rope breaks the animal cannot 
escape. The rope, which is a very stout 
one, 
passes from the harpoon on to a 


round tray in trout of the gun, where a 
coil of 50 feet or so lies. It then passes 
backward over a pulley on to the drum of 
a double steam winch supplied with an 
immensely powerful brake. 


Taken all in all the harpoon gun is 


about the most exquisitely cruel instru- 
ment 'of destruction devised by the in- 
genuity of man! But it is only when one 
sees and knows the prodigious brute it is 
meant to destroy that one realizes that it 
is nevertheless none too effective. 
The 


gua is never discharged at a greater dis- 
tance than 50 feet and seldom, indeed, at 
more than 30 from the whale. To be able 
to get so near requires not only very fine 
seamanship, but a very intimate knowl- 
edge of the habits of the animal.—Pear- 
son's Magazine.

themselves for an evening of enjoy- 
ment before the curtain rose. All in 


all- 
it was a very metropolitan sort 


of night for North Adams. 


Denman 
Thompson, the 
veteran 


"Joshua Whitcomb" 
of stage-land, 


spread his kindly, 
genial 
influence 


over th 
audience at the Richmond, 


winning every heart and furnishing a. 
lasting: memory of one of the most lov- 
able characters ever 
put 
upon the 


stage. The play was familiar to most 
of those who saw it last evening. Some 
had seen Mr. Thompson in it. But all 
were charmed with the beauty of the 
performance, which belonged hardly 
more to Mr. Thompson than, to the 
company which suported him. There 
was not a jarring feature in the entire 
performance. Most of it was laughter, 
some of it was not far from tears, but 
all of it was pure and good.

By tb" new rules a s-tveVnt mav 
become a matriculated member at -tlie 
college at the end of th? frst hrlf of 
the freshman year, and Tic may then 
use more than four yed.-s t-> complete 
his course A stude-it «*H "nf o » sider- 
ed a matriculated member of the col- 
lege at the end of the first half of the 
freshman 
year if he has obtained a 


mark of 50 ter cent in the term work 
in courses amounting to nine hours per 
week and has a general average of 50 
per cent .obtained by combining the 
recitation mark and the examina'n-'n 
mark of all courses. A student failing 
to meet this requirement will not b° 
allowed to remain in college and his 
admission trill be cancelled. A mat- 
riculated 
student who fails to meet 


the scholarship requirements may be 
allowed to continue in a lower class, 
but 
the faculty may dismiss him at 


any time for neglect of work. A stu- 
dent who f?:ls to advance his class^- 
flcation in t\\o years will not ordi- 
narily be allowed to remain as a mem 
ber of the coHecre. 


A student will be advanced in class- 


ification at the beginning of each year 
if he has no entrance conditions nend- 
ing, 
if his deficiencies and conditions 


do 
not 
amount to more than eight 


hours for either of the preceding half- 
years, and if he has satisfactorily com 
pleted, in both term work and exam- 
ination, courses amounting to 
nine 


hours, 24 hours, and 41 hours for the 
freshmen, sophomore 
and 
junior 


years, respectively. The classification 
will not be changed during the year. 


Failure to obtain a mark of 50 in the 


term work, 
will be considered 
de- 


ficient in the course_jfor that half- 
year, and the course,"" if a required 
course, must be repeated with a sub- 
sequent class, or, if an elective course, 
must be either repeated or an equiv- 
alent course taken, provided that the 
dean consents to the substitution. A 
student 
who fails in the term work 


will not be admitted to the semi-an- 
nual examination. If the failure is in 
the first half-year, the consent of the 
instructor must be obtained for con- 
tinuing 
the course through the sec- 


ond half-year. A student wh'o fails to 
obtain 
a 
mark of fifty in 
the 


semi-annual examination will be con- 
sidered 
conditioned in that examina- 


tion and will be givtn a second oppor- 
tunity at the end of the next vaca- 
tion. .An arrangement is also made for 
a third opportunity.

second half-year a mark cf 50 in every

as the average of term work 


and examination, or, failing to do so 
in one course, he must have a gen- 
eral average of 60 per cent, based on 
the combined mark for the term and 
examinations in each course.

Anniversary o* the FonnJHnB of tne 


mountain Commonwealth. 


The republic of San Marino, says a 


cablegram to the New York Stra, has 
just celebrated the sixteenth century 
of its establishment on the precipitous 
heights of Monte Titano, above Rimini 
ana Urbino. The republic has a right 
to be proud of its founder aricl of its 
history. This political Mount Tabor 
has preserved its privileges and its in- 
dependence through the fusion of pa- 
triotism with the church. Even Car- 
ducci, the poet of Satan, has sung it. 
"On the Monte Titano religious feeling 
Is joined to love of liberty; the worship 
of holiness is one with the worship of 
the Creator ,^ed the founder of the re- 
public. The fusion of Christianity and 
politics brings about the unity of reli- 
gion and country; religion becomes the 
lever of the state, just as the state is 
the product of religion." 


Marino, the Romulus of this micro- 


scopic Rome, was, according to the 
BoHaudist fathers, a wise, pious and 
industrious mechanic. Driven from 
the island of Arba, on the Dalmatian 
coast, at the time of Diocletian's perse- 
cution, he landed at Rimini to work in 
the harbor -works. He climbed the Ti- 
tano peak from Rimini in search of 
building stone. There he undertook to 
convert the wild men of the mountain. 
He preached the gospel and advised 
the division of property and the love 
of the poor. lie joined to ardent faith 
the 
gift of healing. Felicissima, a 


rich matron of Rimini, was cured by 
the workingman and gave him the 
mountain Titanus, whierh was her prop- 
erty. At the top of the peak lie set up 
an immense cross, the symbol of peace, 
love and justice; at the foot he built a , 
chapel in the name of St. Peter. 
' 


Around these monuments a people of 


shepherds and free peasants gathered, 
eager to throw off the yoke of the ''pub- 
licans" of Rome. Having become a 
deacon and priest, Marino built the 
fortress. To the new republic he gave 
a constitution at once very Christian 
and very democratic, based on liberty 
and equality. He was present at the • 
council of Rimini and died in the year 
36G. 
The people turned Marino into a 


saint. San Marino became soon the 
palladium of the republic, the epony- 
mous hero .of its independence. 


His tomb was transformed into a 


sanctuary. The church of San Marino 
came to mean the same thing as the 
political government. 
San Marino, 


trusting to a charter of Its founder, 
"Relinquo vos liberos ab utroque hom- 
ine," ("I leave you free from every 
man"), has managed to maintain its 
independence and its prosperity against 
all conquerors and all envious neigh- 
bors. San Marino is a living example.

A eon was born Saturday to Mr. and 


New York Art Society Proposes to 


Erect One at St. Louis Fair. 


Oil the call of Charles B. Lamb, 


chairman of tb,e art committee of the 
Municipal Art society of,New York, 
says the Now York Tribune, a meeting 
of the society was held to discuss ways 
and means of definitely formulating a 
scheme for a model city to be erected 
in the confines of the St. Louis World's 
fair. As the exposition must have cer- 
tain buildings to carry on its work, 
such as the service building, postoflice, 
hospital, police, fire and sanitary de- 
partments, they could be constructed 
as the nucleus of tbe model city. 


The object of the society is to show 


the people of the United States and of 
the world how a city should be built. 
It is proposed to show, for example, by 
meaus of a miniature city how roads 
aud streets should be laid out, how 
sewers should be built and how the 
corners of streets should'be properly 
treated as regards lighting and num- 
bering, a subject in -which, as one 
member expressed it, New York sins to 
a degree that is a disgrace to tbe repu- 
tation of the United States for in- 
genuity. It is also proposed to show 
how a city can be made beautiful and 
how to utilize toward that end the pub- 
lic buildings of every city, large and 
small.

Every American College of Impor- 


tance to Be Represented — Many 
Europeans of Note Will Be Present. 
President Roosevelt to Be There 
and Receive a Degree. 
Plans are rapidly shaping themselves 


for the \celebration of the two hun- 
dredth anniversary of Yale, which that 
university is to hold on Oct. 20-23, saya 
the New Haven correspondent of the 
New York Commercial Advertiser. If 
everything is carried out as it is plan- 
ned to have it, the celebration will be 
far beyond any similar anniversary in 
the history of American universities. 
In the variety and dignity of the exer- 
cises on the programme, in the long list 
of distinguished men who will be there, 
in the matter of decoration and illumi- 
nation, in the presentation of degrees 
to famous Americans, no celebration 
has rivaled it thus far in this country. 


Yale has grown steadily in the 200 


years of her existence, barring a few 
decades at the beginning, when there 
was no settled policy and no regular 
location for the institution. Since the 
college came to New Haven in 1717 
this progress has been continual. In 
the early part of the last century Yale, 
as it was first called in 1718, was a 
small affair, with but a few students 
and half a dozen instructors. By 1800 
the college had grown to about half 
what the academic department is now, 
and the curriculum was fairly estab- 
lished on modem lines. Yale did not 
begin to take part in the progress of 
American universities till rather, later 
than her chief contemporaries, i<and it 
was not until President Dwight came 
in, in 1886, that the college became a 
university and broadened out. It1 'has 
been left to President Arthur T. Ilad- 
ley to practically "catch np" with his 
contemporaries and make Yale one of 
the leaders of American university ex- 
tension. 


It is proposed by the coming celebra- 


tion at Yale to show conclusively that 
Yale is among the chief universities of 
the country both in history and influ- 
ence at the present day. In the attend- 
ance here of presidents of colleges and 
distinguished scholars from all .parts 
of this country and from Europe there. 
•will be a tacit tribute to Yale's emi- 
nence in the educational world. From 
the letters of acceptance that have 
flowed in to the Yale committee in an 
endless stream it is evident that sucb 
a remarkable assembly of scholars nev- 
er has been promised in this country 
before. There will be over forty uni- 
versity and college presidents here, as 
well as more than that number of well 
known educators and scholars. Besides 
these there will be an attendance of dis- 
tinguished men of affairs, of business,, 
of letters and art, besides numerous 
government officials. The foreign rep- 
resentatives will be numerous. 


Besides the 2,300 undergraduates in 


the various departments of the univer- 
sity there will be present some 3/>CO 
graduates, or about a third of the entire 
graduate body. Including the distin- 
guished guests, the families of gradu 
ates and the "outsiders" who will b< 
here to see the sights, it is estimated 
that fully 10,000 strangers will be i" 
the city. Provision for the housing an'i 
feeding of this immense throng for n 
city the size of New Haven is a prob 
lem of serious import. All of the guests 
and university presidents will be qur.i 
tered by Yale professors and citizens. 
•while the great body 'of graduates wili 
in the main have to look out for them 
selves. The question of feeding the 
great number of guests in the city will 
be a hard one to solve. New Haven lia^ 
few restaurants at best and at special 
times always is unequal to the strain. 
Vacant stores and in some instances 
regular shops have been converted into 
restaurants, and tent lunchrooms wili 
spring up in every lot. 


The fact that President Roosevelt 


will be present during the week has 
added greatly to the series of public 
ceremonies. The president will arrive 
on Monday of "celebration week," witli 
his secretaries and a party of friends 
and probably will be the guests of ex- 
Treasurer W. W. Farnam on Ililllious* 
avenue. President Haclloy, in anticipn 
tion of President Roosevelt's cominir 
has invited tbe city militia to take pan - 
In the public reception to the nation's- 
chief executive. On his arrival hen 
President Roosevelt will be met by tl>, 
entire Second regiment, tho governor'- 
footguards, which from 1773 has held 
the right of line at such functions, cr, 
corting President Washington in 178'. 
and later President Jefferson and Pres- 
ident Jackson and General Grant; tin 
governor's horse guard, tbe naval bat 
talion and the machine gun platoon. A 
body of Yale men also will help In re- 
ceiving the president.

CMHt>ar»tiv* Report Iu«eC by <ke 


In«lo»trl*l CoutmltfitoB. 


A comparative report upon labor leg- 


islation has been issued by the indus- 
trial commission. It shows that only 
as to a'few subjects does foreign legis- 
lation exceed iu bulk and detail tbe leg- 
islation enacted by this country. 


Tbe most important subjects legislat- 


ed upon abroad, but net touched upon 
by this government cr its states and 
territories, are the state insurance sys- 
tems found in some European countries 
and some'of the Australian colonies, 
but not as yet in Great Britain, and th.> 
great guild system of Germany, corre- 
sponding in a measure to our state leg- 
islation respecting labor unions, but es- 
tablishing a far more elaborated sys- 
tem. 


In Germany guild legislation includes 


the entire system of apprenticeship and 
affairs managed in this country by mu- 
tual benefit, mutual insurance, building 
and improvement, funeral and other so- 
cieties. Legislation on the continent is 
more precise and definite as to appren- 
ticeship than jn this country or in Eng- 
land. 
The tendency in the United 


States has been to abolish apprentice 
laws entirely or for such laws to fall 
into disuse, the control and instruction 
of apprentices to depend on the action 
of labor unions. 


Continental legislation also exceeds 


that of this country in factory acts, 
regulation of shops, hours of labor, 
sweatshops, employment, etc. 


There is an absence abroad of special 


legislation for certain classes, like rail- 
way employees; of statutes against 
combinations by employers or by em- 
ployees against blacklisting, strikes 
and boycotts. Blacklisting, however, is 
impossible where, as is the case in 
some European countries, every work- 
man is furnished an official passbook in 
which the employer must write the 
date and reason for the discharge. 


TO IGNORE CZOLGOSZ. 


G. A. R. Order In Wi«con»ln Will Not 


Mention Aavasaln'a Name. 


That is a curious order Issued by one 


department commander in the Grand 
Army of the Republic, says the New 
York Sun, forbidding comrades of his 
command to speak the name of Czol- 
gosz. The name of the assassin of 
President McKinley, the commander 
says, should never be pronounced by 
Americans. Consistent with that com- 
mander's idea and aim, his order does 
not include the name Czolgosz, but re- 
fers to the criminal only as the assas- 
sin of the president 
The order, of 


course, will be obeyed, as it is a mili- 
tary order. 


The commander's patriotism may not 


be disputed, but the extent of his profit 
by the lessons of history is likely to be 
challenged. 
When on the birthday of' 


Alexander the Great in 356 B. C., the 
Ephesian Herostratus set fire to the 
Temple of Artemis at Ephesus, be com- 
mitted the crime for the particular pur- 
pose of immortalizing his name. 


So soon as he acknowledged this to 


have been his aim and desire the Ephe- 
sians put him to death and then enact- 
ed a law prohibiting the mention of his 
name forever. 


The law, as a matter of course, ef- 


fected just the opposite of its purpose. 
The names of the incendiary might 
easily have been forgotten and lost 
through -Jie ages, with those of nobler 
and more infamous men or of lesser 
' humanity, but it was perpetuated by 
' the historians of Ephesus, and Hero- 
stratus will live on, as will tije name of 
Czolgosz, immortal ic iufiimy.
